I have a nephew who, caught up in the problems of today* s v;orld with which ..any ,ood 
id.ds can* t cope an v/ith unusual but severe family problems lias gotten into stupid and 
really inexcusable trouble* I finally got him to com here ana talk to me (he was with no 
when we spoke yesterday) and the best he can and does say for liinsolf is that wiu.it lie din 
was chililish and immature* I have had little to uo with this Idd for some time, so X ..ay 
not be; able to react liim well* ^ could, for example, :;e putting me on and I might not 
catch it* X have known for some tine that the ce is a serious drug problem at damn sc us 

High School, .here he goes -when he goes* night before last, when my sister-in-law phoned 

the police because a car had driven over her lawn they asked her pomlssion to search Ills 
car. feeing no reason to object, she gave l.t. I n the ashtray they fourid some pills and 

irxiodiatoly jumped to the wrong conclusion, as she also did. ohe phones. *.y wife in some 

alarm and fc o next morning X got her to get the kid up, put liin on the phone, and 1 got 
liim here. Ho correctly identified these particular pill3 as prescribed medication for a girl 
he drives around from time to time, the apparent girl-friend of a friend of Ids# 


I also .ondered abbut tide stuff, ana X have long wondered whether a friend of ids may 
be one of the pushers at tliat school* That friend seems to have no visible means of sup or t* 
he is out of high school and not libin. ; with ids parents, bo, before my nephew coulu get 
here 1 went to the Jtato police barracks, told then he was coming, tola them I enpecto&K 
to try and pump him about drugs at Ids school ana any involvements of widch he know, and 
asked then to contact the 4 *on&gomGry barracks ana to lot me know what .ver tiioy could about 
Ids fiariond. X know they have a make on him because the two have been in interstate: trouble 
together and are presently under charges. I gave them my number, warned them he might bo 
with me when they called and to pay attention tu th< way 1 spoke, went homo and av/aid d the 
kid. -boy! is bodge's notebook right! 


•Before I left the barracks X was given the name of the lion t gome ry Uoiuaty/i'roopor who 
would call me at noon yesterday* Ho has not until this moment, more than 24 hours later, 
called* Then 1 got a pointless phone call from a trooper in no way involved and serving 
no purpose a nd I had to talk double-talk, but 1 got away with it. The kid didn t tumble.

Assuming he- told no the truth, mid x have neither 
any way of knowing or any reason not to believe him, I come tip with the names, descriptions, 
veliiclo descriptions, method of Judin/-; and specialties and collaborations b tween three 
different pushers and a means by wliich the police can trace back to the source of the 
heaviest pusher of horse, more about ocher things, the rather original means by wliich 
those guys are Mding their stuff and a general description of where.
